Epic security surrounds ceremony uniting Chelsea Clinton, longtime beau

Bill and Hillary Clinton’s daughter married 
her longtime boyfriend Saturday in the pic- 
turesque New York village of Rhinebeck in 
what has been dubbed America’s royal wed- 
ding. 

Chelsea Clinton—the only child of the for- 
mer US. president and the US. secretary of 
state—wed Marc Mezvinsky at Astor Courts, 
a historic 50-acre estate on the Hudson River, 
about 100 miles north of New York City. 

“Today, we watched with great pride and 
overwhelming emotion as Chelsea and Marc 
wed in a beautiful ceremony at Astor Courts, 
surrounded by family and their close friends,” 
Bill and Hillary Clinton said in a statement. 

“We could not have asked for a more per- 
fect day to celebrate the beginning of their 
life together, and we are so happy to welcome 
Marc into our family,” the statement said. 

“On behalf of the newlyweds, we want to 
give special thanks to the people of Rhine- 
beck for welcoming us and to everyone for 


their well-wishes on this special day.” 

The statement, sent just after 7:30 p.m., did 
not indicate exactly when the nuptials took 
place. 

Photos e-mailed to Reuters by Clinton 
aides showed the bride and groom walking 
down a broad outdoor aisle between rows of 
guests. Chelsea wore a strapless white gown 
with a fitted bodice and full skirt with plati- 
num-colored beading at the waist and a long 
white veil. 

The groom wore a simple black tuxedo 
going down the aisle and in a photo with the 
Clinton family, and a white prayer shawl and 
yarmulke in separate photos with Chelsea un- 
der a flowering tree and amid wedding guests. 

The photos were in sun and shade, with 
lighting suggesting they were taken in the late 
afternoon. 

In the one photo in which she appeared, 
Hillary Clinton wore a magenta gown. Bill 
Clinton wore a simple black tux with a white 
boutonniere in his lapel.

Apart from the parents of the bride, the 
only other high profile guests seen in 
Rhinebeck were Bill Clinton’s former sec- 
retary of state, Madeleine Albright, ac- 
tors Ted Danson and Mary Steenburgen 
and fashion designer Vera Wang. Also 
spotted was real estate scion and movie 
producer billionaire Steve Bing.

T’ll admit that I have an ulterior motive in being an outspoken 
proponent of government action to address global warming.

Those plastic bottles you faithfully haul to the alley every 
week might eventually stage a comeback in your closet. 

Eco-chic fashion items such as shoes, bags, shirts and ac- 
cessories have taken center stage this summer with clothing 
made from recycled plastic bottles that ordinarily would be 
languishing in landfills. Call it the newest trend in eco-fashion. 

Just look at the World Cup. Players on Nike-sponsored 
teams wore uniforms spun from polyester fabric made out 

of recycled plastic bottles, with the shoe giant estimating 
that each jersey reused about eight bottles. In Chicago, 
dozens of eco-boutiques are stocking their shelves with 
repurposed clothing and lifestyle items ranging from 
home decor to camping accessories, all created with 
post-consumer plastic bottles. Meanwhile, at Whole 
Foods, ‘Ttader Joe’s and other retailers that lean on 
green marketing, many shoppers carry reusable bags 
that proudly declare “I used to be a plastic bottle” or 
some variation thereof. 

“Recycling plastic bottles into clothing is not a fad; these 
fabrics are here to stay,” said Jonathan Shaun, co-founder of 
Connect Chicago, an eco-boutique with a focus on sustainable 
fashion that has shops in Wicker Park and Lincoln Park. “You 
start adding the numbers up of how long it takes for one plas- 
tic bottle to decompose—700 years by some estimates — and 
you feel pretty good about the fact that you're taking useless 
junk and making it into something wearable.” 

How does it work? Bottles are picked up as large bales 

of plastic from recycling plants, then rinsed, purified and 
chopped down into small pieces. These shredded bits of plas- 
tic are melted and spun into long strands that are woven to 
create a soft, durable fabric. According to statistics cited by 
the Environmental Protection Agency, the textile recycling in- 
dustry keeps about 2.5 billion pounds of post-consumer textile 
waste out of the environment. 
Though many fashion fads come and go, the mate- 
rial made from recycled plastic bottles—Polyethyl- 
ene Terephthalate, known as PET—can be revived 
again and again to create a completely new 
product. 

When it comes to sustainable fashion, 
images of scratchy, burlap motifs 
no longer apply. Here are several

The sus- 
tainable retailer with locations in Wicker Park and Lincoln Park carries the Nau Lightbeam 
jacket and other items made from post-consumer waste. The boutique will deliver orders 
within city limits by cyclist instead of ground shipping. Talk about conscious capitalism.

$5.7M IN COCAINE, MARIJUANA SEIZED FROM MAN

Chicago police announced Sunday that the department has 
seized about $5.7 million of cocaine and marijuana from a 
Southwest Side man whom authorities say likely is connected 
to drug trafficking organizations in Mexico. 

Francisco Gonzalez-Nieto, 22, of the 7700 block of South 
Kilbourn Avenue, was arrested Friday at his home. Police 
found more than $87,000 in cash and more than 4,000 grams 
of cocaine and about 1,900 pounds of marijuana packaged in 
cardboard boxes stacked in a bedroom, said Nick Roti, chief 
of the organized crime division. 

Gonzalez-Nieto was being held at the Cook County Jail on 
a $25,000 cash bond. 


Led by a tip, police were investigating Gonzalez-Nieto for 
about two weeks. He likely was a middle man working with a 
Mexican drug-trafficking group, Roti said. “It’s not the big- 
gest [drug seizure] we've ever had, but it’s substantial,” he 
said. 

Gonzalez-Nieto is not a US. citizen, and police did not 
know how long he has been in the US. 

Drug traffickers usually transport a load of drugs as large as 
the stash found in Gonzalez-Nieto’s home in a semi-truck or 
a moving van, Roti said. 

“They typically don’t keep drugs in one place for a long pe- 
riod of time,” Roti said. “It was getting ready to be moved out 
onto the street.” 


Police continue to ask the public for help to solve the murder of Chicago police Officer Michael Bailey. He was shot July 18 in 
front of his Park Manor home. Nearly $130,000 in reward money is available. 

Police said Sunday they are looking for a suspect 18 to 22 years old in connection with the slaying of Robert Freeman Jr., 
13. He was shot more than a dozen times last week in the 11500 block of South Perry Avenue in West Pullman. Police Deputy 
Superintendent Steve Peterson would not say what the relationship is between the suspect and Robert. The boy’s family has 
said they think the slaying was a case of mistaken identity, but Peterson said police don’t yet know the motive. 


City pulls back 
on community 
agriculture ruling

A city investigator visited an Andersonville home last 
week, on a tip that folks inside were dealers. 

The merchandise? Organic carrots, cucumbers, green 
peppers and chives. Not to mention heirloom tomatoes. 

The investigator from the Chicago Department of 
Business Affairs and Consumer Protection mistakenly be- 
lieved the family was selling the produce from their front 
porch, as a neighbor had reported. 

But the family explained they were just members of 
a CSA (community supported agriculture) group. Like 
thousands of Chicagoans, they buy shares in local farms 
during the winter in exchange for boxes of fresh produce 
in summer. Members pick up their weekly boxes—with 
no money exchanged—from specific homes, churches, 
markets and even the Aon building. 

But the investigator had never heard of this concept 
and slapped the North Side family with a “cease and de- 
sist” order. 

The family appealed to the office of their alderman, 
Gene Schulter (47th), whose aides e-mailed Business Af- 
fairs. The department insisted that “food items are being 
sold” requiring a “retail food license” and that it’s illegal to 
“warehouse” goods in a home. 

On Friday afternoon, things still were looking grim for 
the dozens of local families who host CSA drop-offs and 
the thousands who pick up from them. But cooler cucum- 
bers prevailed and the department issued this statement: 

“Our department responded to a complaint received 
through 311 that a residence was selling groceries from 
their front porch. On the 28th, an investigator issued a 
Cease and Desist order for operating without a wholesale 
food establishment license. Upon further investigation 
and in speaking with the supplier we have decided to re- 
move the Cease and Desist order immediately.” 


2 killed at Stony Island Park party 

Two men were killed—one of them an expectant father—and 
two others wounded early Sunday in a drive-by shooting in 
Stony Island Park, according to police and a family member 
of one of the deceased. 

One person was being questioned in connection with the 
shooting, but no charges were filed by late Sunday. 

About 2:40 a.m., four men were near a party at East 84th 
Street and South Euclid Avenue when they were shot from a 
passing vehicle. 

Michael Chatman, 22, of the 8000 block of South Evans 
Avenue, was hit and later pronounced dead, according 
to the Cook County medical examiner's office. A second 
22-year-old, Reginald Riley, of the 7600 block of South King 
Drive, was shot multiple times and pronounced dead at

Panel slams BP cleanup, 
use of chemical dispersants 


G WASHINGTON New documents re- 
leased by a congressional subcom- 
mittee indicate that Coast Guard officials 
allowed BP to use excessive amounts of 
chemical dispersants in the Gulf of Mexico. 

BP used the chemicals to break up oil 
after the April 20 Deepwater Horizon rig 
explosion sent millions of gallons of crude 
gushing into the Gulf. 

Despite a federal directive restricting 
their use, the Coast Guard routinely grant- 
ed exemptions, said Rep. Edward Markey 
(D-Mass.), chairman of the House Energy

In May, the Environmental Protection 
Agency, along with the Coast Guard, or 
dered the oil giant to stop surface applica- 
tion of the chemicals during the oil spill 
except in rare occasions, according to a 
House subcommittee on energy and envi- 
ronment. In rare cases, exemptions had to 
be requested, documents show. 

“BP carpet bombed the ocean with 
these chemicals, and the Coast Guard al- 
lowed them to do it,” Markey said in a 
statement Saturday. “After we discovered

how toxic these chemicals really are, they 
had no business being spread across the 
Gulf in this manner.” 

The exemptions granted “were in no 
way rare,” Markey said in a letter to retired 
Adm. Thad Allen, the former comman- 
dant of the Coast Guard who is now over- 
seeing the federal response to the oil spill. 

The Coast Guard approved more than 
74 exemptions in 48 days, Markey said. 
In one instance, Coast Guard officials al- 
lowed the oil giant to use a larger volume of 
dispersants than it had applied for, he said. 


Death toll 
on the rise 
after floods 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan Devastating 

floods in Pakistan have killed more 
1,100 people, Pakistani government offi- 
cials told CNN on Sunday. 

Another 30,000 people were stuck on 
their rooftops and in higher areas as they 
tried to escape rushing floodwaters, a Unit- 
ed Nations official said Sunday. 

“We've got the government sending 
boats and helicopters to try to reach people 
and bring them to safety at the same time 
as trying to deliver emergency relief,” said 
Nicki Bennett, a senior humanitarian af- 
fairs officer for the UN. 

Damaged roads and bridges have made 
rescuing residents difficult, she said, not- 
ing that even a U.N. warehouse where the 
organization stores food, blankets and soap 
partially is underwater. “As we are trying to 
reach people, we have to battle with the on- 
going access problems,” she said.

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Another chapter of the Antti Niemi saga will 
be written Monday as general manager Stan 
Bowman makes his decision on what to do 
with the Blackhawks’ starting goaltender.
